Dr Geokas Removed from 
UC-Davis Vice-Chair Post 


DAVIS 一 Dr. Michael Ceokas， 
found guilty of racially dis- 
criminatory acts against a Chinese 
American doctor，was not reap- 
pointed to his post as vice 
chairman of UC Davis” internal 
medicine department. 


Geokas,，also chief of medicine 
at the Martinez VA hospital，was 
accused by Dr, 下 dmund Juang in 
1975 of racially discriminatory 
acts. After years of appeals，the 
Civil Service Commission Appeals 
Board ruled in Jung's favor， 
finding Geokas guilty of harass- 
ment and racial discrimination 
(EXW 9/9/81). In addition，UC 
regent Yori Wada asked for an 
investigation of Geokas，amidst 
reports that he continued tc harass 
his staff and make racial 
comments. Doctors at the VA hos- 
pital have charged Geokas with 
continued harassment and have 
urged his removal， A VA panel 
conducted hearings on the charges 
this summer，and a report is 
expected to be issued by the end o 
this month. 

Dr. Hibbard Williams,， dean of 
the UC Davis medical school, said 
that the failure to reappoint 
Geokas to his post had nothing to 
do with the controversy SUI- 
rounding Geokas，but rather had 
to do with reorganization of the 
department. Chinese for Affirma- 
tive Action，however，was Un- 


concerned with Williams” reasons 
for not reappointing Ceokas. 

“As far as Chinese Americans 
are coOncerned, we don't care what 
excuses Or rationale Hibbard Wil- 
liams uses in not renewing the vice 
chairmanship positions for Dr， 
Geokas. The fact is，he is out as 
Vice chair.”CAA has consistently

Ethnic Programming 
On KQED Radio 


The findings of the recent independent study conducted 
at the request of KQED in order to evaluate its _ foreign 
language and ethnic programming underline the need for 
better access to public air waves for ethnic and language 
minority communities, and urge more cooperation among 


minority broadcasters，and established stations. The 
findings，while not unexpected, are clearly stated and the 
report's recommendations are well formulated . 


KQED must nowconsider the report and its suggestions， 
and decide on an actual course to take in its_ foreign 
]anguage and ethnic programming. We urge them to con- 
sider the full merits of the study, as well as the Very real 
and_ urgent needs of minority communities，and to res- 
pond in a responsible and sensitive fashion when planning 
their programs for minority communities. 


Japanese History Compromise 
Not Quite Adequate 


We are glad to see that Japan has taken some 
Concrete Steps to revise its _ history texts，and that the 
strained _ relations between Japan and China have 
normalized . 

However，we are concerned that nothing has been Sald 
about the film 7Ppe Creal Japa1meye E1IDire which glorifies， 
the militarist regime and its hideous deeds.、 NOr has 
anything been said about the movement to erect a monu- 
ment tomemorializethe puppet “Manchu Kuo” regime. 

The Chinese, the Japanese and the people of the world 
need to be remindedofthe Japanese militarist adventures 
and crimes in order to make certain that that sad history 


will never repeat itself . 
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Enfoque “Nacionale attracted 
2.000 listeners, per quarter-hour， 
and Hon Sing attracted 1,400 per 
quarter hour. These figures repre- 
sent approximately twice the 
amount of listeners for the classi- 
cal music programming on week- 
day nights from 11 pm to mid- 
night. 

The White .consultants review- 
ed the KQED-FM signal coverage 
and found that the station's Signal 
reaches mostly Alameda and San 
Francisco counties. Using the 
1980 census data, they identified 
that the KKQED listeners is 
“slightly more Asian” than the 
general population base because 
Certain Principally white popula- 
tions in South Santa Clara and 
Sonoma counties do not receive 
the radio signal. 

“The ethnic minority popula- 
tion in the Bay Area is substan- 
tial with numbers which cannot 
be ijignored, Kissam told the co- 
mmittee. According to the report， 
the Bay Area ethnic community 
has 624,000 Hispanics; 167,000 
Chinese; 31,000 Sino-Vietnamese 
(who are largely ethnic Chinese)， 
lesser numbers of Filipinos， 
Japanese，Pacific Islanders with 
the， smaller identifiable popula- 
tions being Korean with 18.000， 
5,800 Laotians，and 4;000 Cam- 
bodians. The consultants estimate 
that among other ethnic groups， 
there are 10,000-30,000 Arabs in 
the Bay Area. Using bilingual edu- 
cation School data, the report also 
noted the sizable limited and non- 
English-<speaking population . 

NEEDS 

The report also identified four 
programming needs through inter- 
views with community groups: 
public affairs news and indepth 
news reporting; culturally relevant 
Programming; programming direc- 
ted to bridge gaps between diffe- 
rent ethnic groups (Kissam repor- 
ted that this is a special concern 
of refugee groups which wish to 
offset negative stereotypes held 
by the public); and survival Skills 
programming providing 
immigrants - With employment， 
transportation and other intorma- 
tion 

The White consultants Pre= 
Sentted Several options to the 
KQED committee. The first pro- 
posal is to maintain a status quo 
on current community access pIO- 
gramming. The Second is to up- 
grade community access. The 
third is to replace community 
acceSs _ programs with integrated 
programming. The fourth option 
recommended by the consultants， 
is to “balance upgraded commu- 
nity access， integrated ethnic 
public affairs and_ cultural mate- 
Tials into regular programming.” 

The White consultants pIOpOose 
a Six-hour block of programming 
on Sunday evening to address co- 
Immunity issues and_ needs and 
build minority community liste- 
nership.。 According to Kissam， 
the community interviews did not 
register any strong objection to 
this time slot, an argument Used 
by KQED earlier in suggesting the 
Sunday night Program was in- 
effective. 


The “proposed “priogramming 


. block would start with one hour 


of public affairs and indepth news 
reporting in English on issues of 
importancetoethniccomrmunities. 
The second hour，also presented 
in English， would incorporate 
Imulti-cultural materials. This pIo- 
posed programming would “edu- 
cate the regular KQED listener- 


ship”as well as address thecom- 


munity need for this serVice. 


PUBLIC AFFAIRS 

The consultants further Pro- 
pose two hours of ethnic language 
programming， in Spanish and 
Chinese， which would_ include 
public affairs，local issues, and a 
cultural format. Kissam urged that 
the Spanish language _ program， 
Enfoque Nacionale,be augmented 
with locally produced . materials. 
Hon Sing's format is already well- 
developed according to Kissam . 

The subsequent two hours 
would be dedicated to half-hour 
Programs for Vietnamese, Pilipino 
and Arab programming and to one 
final half hour community bulle- 
tin board for smaller language 
groups whose need for news and 
public ， affairs “information is 
Strong，but whose numbers are 
Small and cannot be programmed 
for separately. The White plan 
also calls for the transfer of 
“Israel ”Calling”， a “English 
language Specialized foreign news 
servVice, to another date and time 


-Slot. 


The White plan includes a re- 
commended budget of 2.2 ful- 
time equivalent  _ employees，and 
approximately $65 .000 to imple- 
ment the Programming scheme. 
The staff, two parttime communi- 
ty producers and one community 
access coordinate，Would be criti- 
cal to make this option work,the 
Ieport stressed. Further, the White

China, Japan Agree to

BEIJING 一 China and Japan 
have tentatively settled the 
controversy Over Japan's revisions 
of its school textbooks to _mini- 
mize Japanese aggression in Asia， 
with the Japanese reiterating its 
pledge to revise the books in 1985 
and promising that in the mean- 
time, Japanese teachers will teach 
students that it is incorrect to 
minimize the significance of 
Japanese actions during VWVWVIIL 
Japan claims that it is too late to 
Ievise the texts and to inlcude 
errata slips. 

China had rejected a similar 
Japanese proposal as inadequate， 
but additional assurances by

CONSENT 

Some banks have objected to 
the plan，fearing that they w 计 
have to bear the administrative 
costs of the program， But other 
smaller banks are eager to hold the 
accounts，Der said，and at least 
one money market fund has 
expressed interest in handling the 
accounts， 

Objections have also been raised 
by some attorneys who feel that

1940,，have attracted hundreds of 
Visitors， 

Because of the phenomenal 


response，the parks department 
plans to keep the barracks open to | 


the public for weekend tours 
throughout the year， 
HISTORY 

In accordance with the require- 
ments of the 1882 Chinese Exclu- 
sion Act and subsequent legisla- 
tion， immigration officials 
detained _ Asian immigrants， 
mostly Chinese, for as long as two 
years Or more to determine their 
eligibility to ljand in America. 
Many travelers found themselves 
deported; some died on the 
island. 

Many of the barrack's visitors 
have been non-Asian, according to 
Paul Chow，chair of the Angel 
Island Immigration Station Advis- 
ory Committee，and a frequent 
tour leader.“They're interested in 
the history of the place. They have 
no_ idea of what happened here， 
and have never understood the 
real reason why Asians seem SO 
mysterious to _ them, he specu- 


lateq 
“村 tell them we fell into this 


stereotype because the history of 
California taught us to be that 
way，and expected us to be that 
way， We kept things to ourselves 
because of fear of ljaws，uniforms， 
and because of the exclusion lavw,” 
Chow explained.“We didnt want 
to'tell anyone anything because 让 
could get the family in trouble， 

Chow，whose own father and 
grandmother 一 an American 
citizen 一 were detained on the 
island，commented that most of 
the people in his own tour groups 
have been Asian.“For them，the 
immigration barTacks represent 3 
direct link with their parents or 
grandparents who went through 
there，It helps them understand 
their own identity， 


“Some of them have told me 
that they're beginning to under- 
stand a tremendous amount of

They know they can go 
in and come out again， It helps 
them realize that we have made 
progress and enables them to 
begin talking about it,” he 
explained . 

Many of the former detainees 
become the most vocal persons on

member.“They all go in and give 
their own tours; they go to the 
wall and read the poems， Often 
they come in with their children 
and grandchildren,”she noted.

Rarely does one read a book as 
captivating，as filled with drania， 
excitement and adventure as 
Chmina Carabarns. Not an historical 
novel，this tale confirms the_ old 
adage that truth is stranger than 
fiction . 

Fred Schroder was an American 
explorer，adventurer，trader， 
hunter and political trouble 
shooter who roamed China's 
remote regions of Inner and Outer， 
Mongolia and Tibet during the 
first two decades of the twentieth 
centurIy， 

CHARM 

American tourists now visiting 
these regions and exploring the 
Old Silk Road that connected 
China to the Roman 了 mpire 
before the birth of Christ will be 
fascinated in comparing their 
comfortable air-conditioned trains 
and planes with Schroder's rough- 
rider，pioneer treks astride mule， 
horse and camel， 

Schroder s escapades remind me 
of the swashbuckling charm of an 
Errol Flynn and the confidence- 
inspiring charisma of Lawrence of 
Arabia，His saga is an insight- 
ful eyewitness account of a 
tumultuous period of Chinese 
history which ushered in Sun 
Yat-sen s revolution， the 
crumbling of the Manchu Em- 
pire，the abortive coup to _restore 
the Manchu Boy Emperor (in 
which Schroder played a_daring 
role), rival warlords struggling for 
power, bloody battles between 
Chinese and Mongols，Japan's 
foothold and aggressive expansion 
within China, and growing unrest 
between the Chinese and the 
foreign legations which occupied 


China. 

This was also the period when 
Standard Oil was carving out its 
market，seeking to fulfill， its 
mission, “Oil for the lamps of 
China.”The Chinese characters 
for Standard Oil jliterally mean 
“Universal Profit and Great Pros- 


perity Company.” 


HICH-JINKS 

Amidst all,these Political and 
commercial upheavals，Schroder's 
caravans, loaded with precious 
cargo 一 including silver, silk; and 
spice 一 traveled thousands of 
ijles across wind-swept deserts， 
sand dunes rising 60 feet and 
breaking at their crest like wavesat 
sea, and over plateaus of pure dust 
and colorful fertile Plains， Zig- 
Zagging to avoid Chiense or 
Mongol combatants，the caravan 
frequently smuggled:guns and 
munitions hidden among the 
British-American Tobacco Com- 
pany'S cartons of cigarettes， Of 
course， 计 detected,， it meant not 
only that goodqs were confiscated 
but also that lives were ter- 
minated. 了 ach trip was filed with 
high risk and dramatic suspense.

The ,Shaolin monastery was 
originally begun by Buddhist 
monks，who were frequently 
attacked as religious dissidents and 
developed Shaolin boxing for self- 
defense， Later，they participated 
in the feudal wars of the Tang 
(AD 618 to 906) and later 
dynasties，They often supported 
the emperor but were also known 
to protect peasants from local 
tyrants. With the revived interest 
in kung fu，the monastery hopes 
for a renewed interest in Buddhist 
as well.

Honda contends that this change 
would make the schools less 
subject-oriented and more stu- 
dent-oriented. 

“(Teachers ) unions have every- 
thing to do with the quajlity of life， 
salary, and working conditions for 
the teachers，which are impor- 
tant，but has nothing to do with 
quality education,” charged 
Honda. There is a_ remote possi- 
bility that Sacramento will come 
Up with funds to cover the salary 
increase, but the likelihood is for 
things to get worse in the _ near 
future. If no money is forthcom- 
ing, the increase will come out of 
the next years budget, leaving the 
district further in the hole. 

NATIONWIDE 

The experience of the San Jose 
Unified School district and the 
future of the same can be seen as 
indicative of what might hapbpen 
on anational scale if the proposed 
Gonstitutional amendment to 
balance the budget is adopted， 
Honda pointed out. Ironically， 
Honda suggests the only real 
solution to the budget problem 
would -be a state Constitutional 
amendment to make educa- 
tion the number one fiscal prior- 
ity before anything else in the 
budget，although he acknow1- 
edges the proposal isn't realistic. 

The problems faced by the San 
Jose schools aren't unique 一 
they re happening nationwide，

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HK Gold Depositors 
Lose Out at Tse Lee Yuen 


HONG KONG 一 Depositors 
holding gold certificates from the 
Tse LeeYuen Jewelry firmmaybe 
out of luck,， because they will be 
at the end of a long line of credi- 
tors Waiting to collect from the 
company，according to the ZK 
iada1a. 

Tse Lee Yuen's major credi- 
tor，the Nanyang _ Commercial 
Bank，has filed claims of nearly 
$9 milion (HK954 milion) 
against the firm for nonpayment 
of loans，with the interest on the 
loans accumulating at the rate of 
over $6,300 per day. The China 
Light and Power Co.， Which rents 
four floors of a Kowloon office 
building to Tse Lee Yuen，also 
filed suit against Tse Lee Yuen. 
China Light and Power claims the 
financially-troubled firm Oowes 
them over $924.000 in rent and 
management fees for the month 
of August alone, and is suing to 
Iepossess ”the ”four ， floors 
occupied by Tse Lee Yuen. To 
compound ”matters， company 
employees are Suing for $150.000 
in back wages. 

ASSETS 

The firm's legal adviser，Oscar 
Lai，said that customers who de- 
posited gold with the firm in ex- 
change for certificates of deposit 


are atthe end of this line of cre- 
ditors，since they ar 


unsecured creditors; and the other 
creditors have first claim to the ， 
company”s assets. 

According to Woo Honzfai of 
the Gold and Silver Society，“in- 
vestors planning their Imoney in 
these bullion Savings accounts 
have no legal Protection at all.” 
He added that for accounts with 
Gold and Silver Society member 
firms，depositors must pay a fee 
for the accounts as Well as receive 
interest on their deposits. Non- 
member firms do not charge a fee 
and only pay interest on the 
accounts. 


Tse Lee Yuen's problem go 
back at least far as January, 1981 ， 
when it launched the gold deposit 
plan to be able to settle a $10 
mijllion ”morgage with Chartered 
Bank. Tse Lee Yuen started 
borrowing heavily from Nanyang 
and at the same time was hit with 
a suit from Luckland Investments 
for the $330;,000 unpaid balance 
on aloan from Luckland. 

About this timej the Lee 
family began trying to sell the 
business as its financial troubles 
mounted. One of the firms 
approached，Chow Sang Sang de- 
clined the offer to buy Tse Lee 
Yuen，partly because of the com- 
pany's “unseemly”business Dracr
